23; 9:30 p. m.; Tuesday-night: On Men- 
day Sir Charles Warren’s force can- 
nonaded and fusiladed the Boer posi- 
tion west of Spion Kop, near Acton 
Homes road. The Ladysmith battery

Me. aud maxims. Certainly the fire was 
eo effective, causinz the enemy serious 
= losses. The Boers, however, clung des- 
perately to their works from which 
they are only being very slowly driven 
To-day, Tuesday, the enemy fired big 
guns oftener, using also the captured 
15 pounder with shrapnel. Our casual- 
ties to-day were less severe than yester 
day. Fighting began about 6: in the 
morning and continued till dusk, but 
there has been nothing like a regular 
engagement. Ths naval big guns as- 
sisted from Potgieter’s drift in shell- 
ing the Boer positions. 

Winnipeg, Jan, 25th, ’00. 

London, Jan. 25th: Gen. Warren oc- 
cupied Spions Kop Tuesday night, sur- 
rounding th2 enemy’s garrison, who 
fled. Warren held the enemy’s posi- 
tion all yesterday under a heavy’ and 
galling fire. Gen. Wingate was dang- 
erously wounded. The British casual- 
ties were probably heavy. Warren 
thinks the enemy’s position is now,‘un- 
tenable. 

London, Jan. 25: The war office con- 
firms the report of the complete suc- 
cessful attack on the Boer’s position 
at Spior Kop. The fighting was des- 
perate and ended in a Boey rout.

WAR NOTES. _ 

The Standard’s eorrespondent at 
Ladysmith, in a despatbh which comes 
by way of Frere, and which is dated 
Jan. 17, sends the iirst detailed ac- 
count of the Boer assault on that place 
on Saturday, Jan. 6. 

He makes it clear that the object ‘of 
the Boers was to capture  Caesar’s 
camp and Waggon hiil, the possession 
of which would have brought them 
within rifle range of the tewn,i : 


The Manchester Regiment held 
Caesar’s camp, which was separated 
from the Boers’ position by a rocky 
ravine. i 

The correspondent says:-- 

“In the early hours of the morning, 
under cover of darkness, the Heidel- 
berg commande succeeded in evading 
our pickets, makirz their way through 
the thornbrush,and reaching the foot 
of the siope. 

“At hali-past two o’clock analarm 
was raised by our sentries, but be- 
fore the full extent of the danger could 
be realized the outlying sangars had 
been rushed, and their defenders slain. 

“Two {companies of the Gordyn 
Highlanders went to the help of the 
Manchesters. The Boers had ihen al- 
ready secured a foofing on the plateau, 
but their advante was checked by in- 
fantry volleys and an automatic gun. 

“It was soon evid>nt that ther camp 
was being assailed on the left flank 
and in front. 

“By daybreak reinforcements from 
the Gordons and the Rifle Brigade thad 
been hurried to the firing line. 

“Lieut.-Colonel ~~ Dick-Cunyngham, 
while leading the Gordons out of’ the 
camp, was morlaliy wounded by a 


stray bullet while stil! close to the 
town. 

“The Fifty-third Battery crossed 
the Klip river ‘and shelied the ridge, 


and the reverse slope of the front posi- 
lion where the enemy were lying in 
the bushes. Shrapnel was used, and it 
did execulicn. 

“The sire effectually checked the 
Boers and rendered it impossible for 


terrib'e 


them to receive reinforcemenis 
through the ravine. 
“The enemy throughout the en- 


zagement displayed the most stubborn 
courage. They were evidently deter- 
mined to succeed or die. r 

“Meanwhile -their guns wera very 
busy. They threw more than a hun- 
dred shells at the Fifty-third Battery 
and the troops aidinz it. 

“The British, however, were equiily 
gallant and resolved. 

“They pressed the enemy back step 
by step until the remnant broke and 
fled in disorder, 

“A terrific storm cf rain and hail 
had, meanwhiie, swelled the streams 
into torrents, and numbers of the flee- 
ing Boers in trying to cross them were 
Swept away. 

“The struggle at this point had/ now 
ended, but there was a more’ exciting 
contest going on in the direction of 
Waggon hill. 

“At iwo c’clock 4 storming party 
from the Harrismith commando crept 
slowly and cautiously along the donga 
in the valley which divides the British 
posts from their camp. ! 

“A few shots kilied the British 
pickets. i 

“Then taking advaniage of the coy- 
er, the enemy gradually reached the 
crest of the hill, where the South Afri- 
can Light Horse were posted. 

“The latter were forced to retire. not 
having breastworks. The Boers con- 
tinued to advance until they reached 
the émplacement, where they surprised 
some working parties. 

“Lieut. Jones with a handful of men 
made a’ gallant effort to hold?the posi- 
tion, but the British were outnumber- 
ed and driven back. 

“The Boers then took possession of 
the summit of the hiil. The Tree 
Staters, however, were unable-to ven- 
ture far, having to face a heavy, fire 
from asangar. The Twenty-first Bat- 
tery and some cavalry arrived, and 
prevented the stormers from being re- 
inforced, but the British position was 
tritical. They had retired for cover 
behind the slope.

While the enemy were making 
their way into the intervening pass 
Major Bowen led a charg: with‘ a jfew 
rifles against them; but fell shot. 
Lieut. Todd took his place, and ‘met 
the same fate, :

After an absence of nearly twol years 
W. E. Reid, of Fort Qu’Aippellc, a 
member of the Glen Campbell party, 
Klondike bound, returned from the 
north last Monday. The party, all of 


the’ members of which came from 
Manitoba, left E¢€monton in March 1898 
travelling over the snow via the Swan 
Hills trail to Lesser Slave ake. The 
fellowing summer was spent in en- 


deavoring to go from Lesser Slave lake’ 


to Fort Nelson, and winter caught 
them beyond Hay river, and the winter 


of 1898-1899 was spent at Littlef Slave’ 


river, on the boundary of tho hunting 
lands of the Beaver and Slavy, on’ the 
height of land between the Hay and 
Buffale rivers.- Their 35 horses were 
brought through from Edmonton with- 
out a loss and, after being’ worked un- 
til the 17th of January, were turned 
out and pawed their living-on Paddle 
river prairie, between the Peace and 
Hay. They wintered well and came 
through without a loss. The spring 
of 1899 was late and the‘party did not 
leave their winter’s camp until the 
16th June, when they “started out 
for Fort Nelson which was not reached 
until the 13th of September. Between 
Edmonton and Fort Nelson Mr. Eeid 
estimates that they made 60 to 75 miles 
of corduroy and cut ovei 600 miles! of 
pack trail. It took $0 days to make 
the°175 miles from their camp tc Ft. 
_Neison, following T'aylor’s blaze. Camp- 
bell, F. M. Beddingfield, of Pekisko, 
Alta., and Jos. Taylor, of Dauphin, 
Man., remained at Fort Nelson, from 
whence they intended working over- 
land to Dease lake and Dawson. Messrs. 
Reid, Frank Black, of Wiunipeg, and 
Alex. Mclean, of Shoal lake, after rest- 
ing, two days at Neison started down 
the Nelson river for Great Slave lake, 
being attracted by the stories they had 
heard of the richness of the gold quartz 
there. Travelling down the Liard they 
prospected as they went and reached 
Fort Simpson about the 5th Oct. Simp- 
son is lighted with electric light, the 
power being supplied by an engine 
from one of the Kiondike boats. Messrs. 
Black and McLean elected to remain 
at Simpson during the winter, but 
Mr. Reid decided to come out. with the 
mail packct, that is to have the privel- 
ege of running behind it from the Mac- 
kenzie river to Edmonton. Ha start- 
ed on the 3rd Dec. and was delayed 
from the 13th to the 19th at Provi- 
dence on account of cpen water on 
the river. ' This fact is worthy of note 
as seldom if ever before have the rivers 
remained open so late in that region. 
The winter was an exceptionally warm 
one. Resolution was reached on 
Christmas day and Chipewyan on New 
Years morning. On the 3rd of Jan. 
the packet left Chipewyan for Edmon- 
ton coming via Lac la Biche. Thera 
were 100 ibs .of mail in the packet, 
which was brought out by two Indians 
and a deg team. ! { 
There are new practically no Klon- 
dikers 4eft in the north. J.S. Camsell’s 
sons arrived at Simpson from the 
Dease lake country and report that 
that district has been completely 
cleared out No new strikes were made 
but a lew old drifts were worked with 
fer a time. The Potts party 
are wintering on the Mackenzie be- 
tween Wrigley and Norman, Dr. 
Brown and J. M. Swiggert, whd made 
the grand tour and returned to Great 
Slave lake this spring, are at Resolu- 
tion. They, with two others, will 
leave” for Edmonton this month.\Liv- 
ermere and Baker, of London, Eng., are 
also wintering there and going on, in 
the spring to Dawson, via Peel sxiver. 
Four Americans are wintering at Slave 
river, 28 miles from Resolution and 
Hawkins, Clarke and four others are 
at Hay river mission and intend go- 
ing on in the spriag by Peel river, Two 
others are now on the way out and will 
arrive about the ist February. A 
third member of the party is sick at 
Chipewyan.

The report on homestead entries for 
the past three years is summarized. 
The numbers include both the province 
and Territories. In 1897, 2,576 en- 
tries were registered; in 1898, 5,057 
entries were made, and in the year 
1899, 8,393 entries on homesteads-were 
made, showing a big and continual in- 
orease over the year '97. . This has 
given ia big siimulus to immigration, 
and will certainly 1aean an in+reased 
output oi cereals. The farmer must 
work these honiestead lands for three 
years before a patent is issued: to 

Homesteading is going on lively in 
the ranching country of Southern Al- 
berta. The Pincher Creek district is 
an illustration of how lands are be- 
ing taken up by settlers going in for 
mixed farming.

The 
need of the province for oats is not 
large and dealers who wish to send 
supplies east do not underst:nd — the 
small supply. What oats there are 
have been of an excellent quality and 
a ready market can be found at pres- 
ent prices. On track at Winnipeg, 
25:1-2c to 271-2c is now being paid, 
an advance of 11-2c over the prev- 
ious week.
